The chief Cauſes, Symptoms, and EffeFts of the Scurvy, 


H 1 S Diſeaſe doth chiefly proceed from Melancholy bred by diſtem- 

[ pers of the Stomach or Spleen 3- which being crude, ſtays inthe paſ- 
ſages of the Arteries and Veins, and thercby doth cxcite grievous 
Fermentation or Workings, from whence are ſent Vapors which 

afli& the heart and bxain, &c. trom all which is cauſed malignant and 
contagious putrefaQtion of Melancholy 3 and thence proceed theſe Symp- 
toms, viz. Giddineſs in the head, ſudden fluſkings, heat and redneſs in 
the face and body, putrefaQtion and ſinking of the mouth and gums, 
Tooth-ach, ſtinking breath, blackneſs and looſenels of the teeth, want 
of digeſtion, much wind, and unſavory belchings : and by thick vapors 
ariſing from the Hypocoxdria to the midriff, are occationed obſtructions of 
reſpirauon, or ſhortneſs of Breath, and (iraitneſs of the Breaſt, &c. The 
body is dull and heavy, and in rhe legs are fpots, ſometimes red, purple, 
black, or blue : There are alſo violent pains in the bead, ſhoulders, arms, 
fingers, belly, thighs, knees, legs, ancles, feet and toes: Whence ſome 
who have had the Pox, (though cured) do fear the return of their 01d 
malady. There are many thouſands have this Diſtemper, that are per- 
ſwadcd they have the Gout 3 becauſe ſometimes it hath the very figns of the 
Gout : which alſo is the cauſe why the Scxrvy (which by miſtake is judged 
the Gont) is ſo ſeldom cured. For thoſe Medicaments pertinent in the 
Gout are not the very ſame in the Scarvy, and conſequently cannot cure 
it.. Other ſigns of the Scxrvy are bad fleep, and frighttul dreams, a feveriſh 
hcat and ſweats towards the morning, Some have riſings on-their body, 
as if ſtung with Bees or Waſps, &c. others have dolors in their fides, imj- 
tating thoſe of the Spleen. And in ſhort, it doth appear toa judicious 
eye, with and in the ſhape of moſt Diſeaſes 5 as hath been ſufficicnily ap- 
parcnt, not onely tomy ſelf, but alſo to-feveral other experienced Phyſiti- 
ans, who * have traced this Diſcaſe, and made cxa& infpeCtion into its 
variable drcfſes, for many years together. And it is alſo obſcrved, that ic 
is propagated and ſpread abroad in theſe parts of the world, more than 
any othcr Diſtemper whatſoever 3 and by its ſundry ſhapcs hath ſeduced 
many in thcir judgment of the Diſeaſe. For in ſome it pficth for a Con- 
Jumption, in others tor a Dropfie. &c. and Medicin:s arc given accordingly z 
but alas to little purpoſe, and all for-want ot a true knowledge of the 
oripinal of the Diſcaſe it ſelf, And here obſerve a great truth, viz. that. 
there arc very few aftiited with any Diſtcmper ol long continuance, who 
have nor joyned with it a Scorkutick taint 3 which unlels it he conſidered, 
ayd ſome powerful Antiſcorbutick, Medicaments given, the Paticnt is very . 
xarcly, if ever cured. |

The Cauſes, Signs, and Effets of the VIRGIN or MAIDEN 
Dikaſe, cd the GREENSICKNESS. | 

JE main caute of this Diſcaſc is from obſtructions or ſtoppage 3 and 
þ ou cauſe of ſuch obſtructions, &c. are evil, thick and clammy humours 
which choak and ltop the paſſage in the Veſſels, and ſpoil the making and 
paſſage of the Blood, &c. and theſe proceed from bad Diet; as cating of 
raw Wheat, Oatmeal, much Salt, Aſhes, Clay, Chalk, &e. drinking of 
much Vinegar, or much cold Water; from too much or too little Sleep, eat- 
ing much raw Fruit, fitting too long at Sewing work, Melancholy, violent 
Exerciſe, great Heats or Colds, &c. 

The ſigns of this Diſcaſc, are a pale and greeniſh colour in the Face, the 
Face and Eyec-lids ſwelled , eſpecially after Sleep 3 the Heart beats and 
faintcth, the Stomach ſwelP'd or pained 3 they loath Meat, have a tickling 
Cough, and their Breath ſhort 3 they ſometimes Vomit 3 they have thirlt, 
Head-ach, and are often Melancholy ; they are ſwelPd about their Ancles 
and Feet, andcare not much to ſtir, eſpecially up Stairs or an Hill. 

The continuance of this Diſeaſe brings long Fevers, Barrenneſs, great 
watcry Swellings, and the Dropſie : Some have a Schirrus or Tumour, 
and waſting in theif Livcrz others by oppreſſion of the Heart die ſuddenly, 
and many fall into Comſiemptions, which end in the Grave. 

Note, - That great caution ought to be uſed in Bleeding any Maid in the 
Arm, before ſhe have had her monthly Viſits 3 but if an urgent occaſion 
call for Blood-letting, then rather breathe a Vein in the Ancle. By fol- 
lowing this advice, you ſhall moſt certainly prevent the Death of ſome, 
and many Diſcaſes in others 3 but more eſpecially that moſt dreadful Diſeaſe 
of Barrenneſs. 

Ard againſt this very Diſeaſe, viz. the Greenefickreſs 3 and alſo to procure 
the mouthly Viſits in fuch Women in whom they are wanting, there are 
but few Medicines comparable to theſe Þ I L LS, as has been often proved, 
when no other meansor Medicines could prevail. 

Tſhall here give ſome account concerning W OR MS, 
F theſe Creatures are ſeveral forts z but the moſt uſual are ſhaped 
- round and long : theſe are bred in the Guts, yet ſometimes get in- 
to the Stomach.

Worms are chicfly cauſed from raw, grols, flegmatick rattcr; and there- 
fore Youth and fuch as cat much Fuit, are {c}don1 free from them: Alſo all 
great Eatcrs are very ſubjc to them 3 clpecially theſe who eat Meats that 
calily putritie inthe Stomach, and more at once than Nature can well diget; 
whence follow Cruditics, and thence Worms 3 the ſigns of which are ma- 
ny. Some have unſavory belchings and a ſiiuking Breath, waſting of the 
Gums, heavineſs, fainting, great thirſt, vomiting, cold ſweats, and often 
a Fever 3 a ſhort Cough, urquice Slecp, intolerable knawing pains in the 
Stomach and B.lly, lois of Appetite, weakneſs and conſumption of the 
whol Body. Many times the Patfent hath an inſatiable Appetite, cauſed 
by flat Worms, which devour the Food that is eaten, There are a few ſigns 
».ore of Wornis » but theſe being the moſt common, I (hall ſay no more of 
the rcſt at preſent 3 only thus much ſhall add, that if Worms be voided a- 
live, without other excrement,in the beginning of a Dilſcaſe,*tis dangcrous, 
and ſignifies great Cruditics 3 and if voided dead, fignities much putre- 
faction that has killed thcm, which probably, ſhortly after kills che Patient, 

In ſhort, *tis the opinion of our Age, grounded upon experimental proofs, 
that Worms ard their effects, have condufted more People to their Graves, 
than any one Diſiemper whatſoever- And therefore you that ſuſpeR them 
in your ſclves, make much of thele Þ I L L S, as a choice remedy to pre- 
vent a Worm-caten Carcaſe : and take them ere to late z by which doing, 
you may prolong your days in caſe and bealth, and be obliged to thank your 
Adviſcr. 


The Cauſes, Symptoms, and Effetts of DROPSTES. 


HE Droptie Aſcites, is from abundance of Watcr heaped up between 
the Peritonexm, or inner-coat ct the B-.lly,, and Bowels 3 which in- 
fcing the Mouth of the Ston.ach, doth bring great thirſt, and often a Fe- 
ver, Semetimes it bcgins in the Feet, and {wells upward to the Legs, 
Tivighs and Cods : but at the ſam.c time the upper parts uf the Body uſually 
eorfume, The cauſe ut this Drepfic may be trom a cold Diſtcmper of the. 
Liver, which cavnot make putt Blood, but Flcgm, Wind, and Water, 
Soneetimes a Drojfie ray proceed trom a Ferer, hut Meats, and too plcnti- 
ful drinking of Wine 3 whence the Liv. r,Splecn, and Kidneys, may loſe part 
ef thcir nat.ve heat, and conſequently their ability to attrack the Water, 
and cject it by the Ureters, The ſame may bs. caulcd from the natural Flux 
in Woacn flowing too pientitully, cr trom retention of the ſame : And 
drinking muchcold Water may diminiſh and diſperſe the native hcat,and by 
that nicans make way for a Dropfee. 
The Drophie Tympanites, is from wind (but up in the cavity of po Ab- 
omen 
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demen or Belly, and ſometimes in the Guts, This wind is bred from crude 
thick flegmatick, cr Melancholy humors, which by heat having motion, 
and racc thin, become groſs windy Vapors. This Dropfie is never of wind 
zone, but always mixt with Water, Eut the greateſt part of this Diſtemp- 
per procecding, frem wird, it is then called a Tympany. 

The Drop tic Anaſarca is, without centroverſie, bred from a cold Diſiem- 
per of the Liver, which hinders its conceEtion 3 from whence, inſtead of 
good Blood, it diſperſeth) flcepmatick hun.ors, and cauſcth the whole Body 
to ſwell. A Dropfie ray be alſo cauſed from all tumors or cbſiructions of 
the Liver, much bleeding, great evacuation by Stool, Sweat, &e. 

Note, All Drepfies are dang! rc us, and hardly cured.. Yet the Dropfe 
Anaſarca, which is occaſioned by flcgm ſpread over the whole B-dy, is 
eaſicft cured of the three 3 bur Aſcites and Tympaniter, wich much more dif. 
ticulty- Notwithſtanding, 1 here promiſe that wy Pills do very rarely fail 
to give help in the moſt dangerous Dropfie » provided the Diſcaſe be within
